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Clinton invites Mexico’s Fox to visit U.S.

Washington (Reuters) - 
President Clinton on Wednesday 
stressed the importance of U.S. 
ties with neighbor Mexico and 
said he had invited Mexican 
President-elect Vicente Fox to 
visit him in Washington. 

Speaking to reporters after a 
briefing on a Middle East peace 
summit, Clinton said he spoke to 
Fox after his election victory last 
Sunday and that the two had dis- 
cussed U.S.-Mexico ties and what 
lay ahead. 

“And I told him that he would 
be welcome here at any time if 
he would come up. Obviously he 
has a lot of things to do, and he'll 
have to make that decision,” 
Clinton said. 

In an unprecedented turnout, 
Mexicans voted former Coca- 
Cola executive Fox into office last 
Sunday and ousted the Institu- 
tional Revolutionary Party (PRI) 
from the presidency for the first 
time since its founding in 1929. 

Clinton’s own term as presi- 
dent expires in January 2001 and 
he said he was happy to start a 
relationship with Fox that would 
be inherited by his successor. 

“But the relationship that we 
have with Mexico needs to go 
beyond individual personalities 
always, because we have too

much in common and too much 
of a future to build together,” 
Clinton said. 

Fox has said he plans to visit 
Washington but no date has been 
set yet for a meeting with Clinton. 


Clinton reiterated he had also 
called incumbent Mexican Presi- 
dent Ernesto Zedillo after the poll 
and congratulated him on “what 
was clearly an open and fair and 
well-fought election.” 


“Where to visit the largest private collection 
of Frida Kahlo and Diego Rivera drawings”

In order to truly appreciate 
the immense talent of two of 
Mexico's best known artists, con- 
noisseurs of the works of painter 
Diego Rivera and Frida Kahlo 
must make a pilgrimage to 
Mexico City where these artists 
fed their rich imaginations and 
genius with the history of proud 
pre-Hispanic Mexican cultures 
within the radical atmosphere of 
a nation emerging from revolu- 
tion. 

Visitors can tour both the 
Rivera and the Kahlo homes, 
which have been museums for 
many years, by traveling to the 
area of Coyoacan. The Museo 
Anahuacalli and Museo Frida 
Kahlo can be visited within the’ 
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same afternoon. 

They do not allow cameras or 
videos. However, for the avid 
picture-taker, murals by a young, 
prolific Rivera can be found in 
various accessible public build- 
ings within the Centro Historico, 
including the Palacio Nacional in 
the Zocalo and the colonial manor 
that houses the Secretaria de 
Educacion Publica at Republica 
de Argentina #28; both of which 
allow cameras and allow free en- 
trance to the public. 

Lesser known to American 
tourists, but a great cultural trea- 
sure, is an amazing museum lo- 
cated in the southern region of 
Mexico City near Xochimilco. 
Arriving at the street corner en- 
trance to the Museo Dolores 
Olmedo Patino, the massive stone 
walls and huge carved wooden 
doorway are reminiscent of sim- 
plistic colonial church facades. It 
does little to prepare the visitor 
for the magnificently cultivated

park encountered once entering 
that unpretentious portico. Within 
these high stone walls located at 
Avenida Mexico #5843 in the 
Colonia La Noria, are displays of 
the single-largest permanent col- 
lection of Diego Rivera and Frida 
Kahlo drawings and paintings in 
the world. 

Dolores Olmedo Patino, a 
philanthropist art collector and 
benefactor of Diego Rivera, be- 
queathed and opened her home, 
the Hacienda La Noria, as a pri- 
vate museum. Friend, patron and 
suspected lover of Diego, she was 
loathed by Frida, but managed to 
amass a sizeable collection of 
both their work. 

The famous “Frida with 
Monkey” piece’ that toured the 
world with the exposition 
“Twenty Centuries of Mexican 
Art” in the early 1990's, is part of 
that collection, including many

San Leandro, CA- The kill- 
ing of three government meat in- 
spectors by the owner of a sau- 
sage plant here was only the most 
extreme example of an ongoing 
pattern of abuse. 

Compliance officers and 
other meat inspectors “almost on 
a daily basis have been pushed 
around, found all their tires 
slashed” and at least once “chased 
with a meat cleaver” by angry 
plant owners or employees, ac- 
cording to Michael Donovan, 
president of the Association of 
Technical and Supervisory Pro- 
fessionals, which represents em- 
ployees of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Food Safety and In- 
spection Service (FSIS). 

“This has been going on for 
eons,” Donovan said. “We've put 
out bulletins saying that threats 
are not tolerated but we've never 
prosecuted before.” 

Compliance officers, or 
“meat cops,” visit a company to 
investigate recurring violations of 
USDA regulations. 

“Their very presence suggests 
something is seriously wrong,” 
according to an article in the trade 
- journal Meat & Poultry, for Janu- 


ary 1999. The article offered stern 
advice from Washington D.C. at- 
torney and lobbyist Dennis R. 
Johnson. “The Food Safety com- 
pliance officer is not your friend. 
He's there to prove and prosecute 
a violation of the law. Don’t vol- 
unteer any information.” 

Major changes in the 
agency’s meat and poultry in- 
spection system have dramati- 
cally altered the relationship be- 
tween government inspectors and 
companies over the last three 
years, according to Donovan. 

The new system, called Haz- 


ard Analysis and Critical Control 
Points, or HACCP, gives compa- 
nies far greater leeway to deter- 
mine production methods while 
providing more severe penalties 
in the form of recalls and legal 
action in the event of system fail- 
ures, especially should consum- 
ers fall ill. Under HACCP, the role 
of inspectors and compliance of- 
ficers has been significantly al- 
tered.

Fund-raising temple scandal raises deeper problem for Gore

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Whether or not Attorney 
Janet General Reno appoints a 
special counsel to investigate Al 
Gore's fundraising activities, the 
vice president is in political 
trouble. But if she does act before 
the Democratic convention in 
mid-August, that trouble could 
deepen — conceivably to the 
point where Gore might even 
consider pulling out of the presi- 
dential race. 

The accusations against Gore 
relate to a visit he made on April 
29, 1996 to the Buddhist Hsi Lai 
Temple in Los Angeles. One of 
his “long time supporters,”” Maria 
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Hsia, who arranged the visit to the 
temple, was convicted last March 
of violating the campaign finance 
law by disguising donations from 
the temple, including some made 
at the luncheon. 

Those who were present that 
day, according to one witness, 
were all long-time donors to the 
temple's benevolent projects. This 
writer visited its sister temple in 
Sao Paulo, Brazil in 1995 — a 
complex of buildings that covered 
over 30 acres where the creed’s 
good works were plentifully evi- 
dent. 

But more serious fund-rais- 
ing charges appeared on Novem- 
ber 1, 1996, just before the 1996 
presidential election, when the 
Los Angeles Times reported that 
a former White House aide, Mark 
Middleton, allegédly solicited 
$15 million from the Kuomintang 
(KMT), the then ruling party of 
Taiwan. C. P. Chen, a Taiwan 
public relations consultant, had 
long been leveling these charges 
anonymously but they made news 
when he went public. 

Middleton denied Chen's 
charges. But, just the day before, 
Reno had announced the Justice 
Department would begin the 
lengthy process of determining 
whether to appoint an indepen- 
dent counsel to investigate fund- 
raising by Clinton aides, as re- 
quested by Republicans. No 
counsel was named, but four 
years later Reno finds herself in 
the same position. 

Even if no money had 
changed hands, Gore's visit to the 
Temple had international signifi- 
cance. It gave Taiwan a boost at 
a time when there was increased 
tension between China and Tai- 
wan, two old enemies. Then, a 
U.S. aircraft carrier was ordered 
to sail through the Taiwan Straits, 
a move widely interpreted as a 
way of warning Beijing that the 
U.S. would intervene if China 
used military force to take Tai- 
wan. 

Most people in Taiwan want 
a U.S. security umbrella and feel 
the best way to get is by having 
staunch supporters in the Ameri- 
can political structure. It regarded 
Gore as a supporter, and since — 
up to that time — President 
Clinton made no major moves on 
U.S.-China relations Taiwan 
could consider him a friend as 
well. But now all that has

An old friend of mine is cur- 
rently on death row. He's not 
nameless or faceless, but for this 
column, suffice to say, it doesn't 
matter who he is. 

For me, the subject of life and 
death is not distant nor academic. 
Like lots of people who've grown 
up in urban America, I too have 
come close to violent death and 
know many friends who are no 
longer with us, the result of vio- 
lent deaths. This may explain why 
I feel I live in a different world 
from people on television who 
pontificate upon the important is- 
sues of the day — particularly the 
death penalty. 

It may also explain my views 
on the sanctity of life: 

A generation ,ago, I met a 
spiritual elder, Emie Longwalker 
Peters, from the Lakota nation. 
When I first met him, he had just 
completed “The Longest 
Walk”— a walk from coast to 
coast to highlight the violation of 
American Indian treaties by the 
U.S. government. Among many 
things, he told me that Mexicans/ 
Chicanos are part of the same 
family as all other indigenous 
peoples of the continent. The dif- 
ference, he said, is that many have 
been disconnected from their tra- 
ditions and spirituality. 

He also stated that all people 
are related — that everyone is 


sacredness of life 


part of the same human family. 
Thus, we should respect each oth- 
ers' beliefs, spirituality and tradi- 
tions. The most important thing 


_he taught me was to respect all 


life, living and nonliving. Respect 
was not about reciting passages 
or ritual, but about living it. 
Church was not a building. It was 
a mountain, a river. 

And the Great Spirit, cre- 
ation, life — it was all around us, 
but most of all, in us. 

Where had I heard that be- 
fore? My own home? When you 
sift through the dogma, at the core 
of Christianity and most major 
religions is the belief that all life 
is sacred. This isn't a philosophy, 
but a way of life, every moment 
of every day. 

Yet something's incongruent 
here. We live in a Judeo-Chris- 
tian culture where politicians 
speak of the need to put God back 
into our daily lives and to become 
morally centered. Yet, inexplica- 
bly, from these same mouths — 
who clamor the loudest for prayer 
in schools — come the voices for 
more, and speedier, state-spon- 
sored ex ecutions. What kind of 
prayers do they have in mind? I 
often wonder. 

The vast majority of people 
in this country purportedly sup- 
port capital punishment. Their 
one qualm seems to be ensuring 
that only the guilty be executed. 
Perhaps this assuages their guilt. 
One of the Ten Commandments 
clearly states, “Thou shall not 
kill.” No, they reply. It says, 
“Thou shall not murder.” A sacred 
loophole? That may also help ex- 
plain holy crusades, conquests, 
inquisitions and “just wars.” 

To my knowledge, no major 
moral or spiritual leader supports 
the death penalty. Not the pope, 


not Pat Robertson, not anyone. So 
I ask, what godless theology is 
guiding and inspiring our God- 
fearing politicians? 

Many years ago, I was taught 
a Mayan concept of life, also 
found in Islamic, Buddhist and 
Christian teachings: “In lak ech.” 
It means “You are my other self.” 
It's the belief that we're all part of 
each other: one humanity, one 
creation. If I hate and hurt you, I 
hate and hurt myself. 

I sense another disconnect. 
How can people who respect the 
sanctity of all life support the gov- 
ernmental taking of life? By re- 
defining the meaning of life? By 
branding those on death row 
monsters, not human, not a part 
of us, not deserving to breathe? 
It seems to be the identical phi- 
losophy that allows criminals to 
kill. The reality is, I suspect, that 
societal beliefs are changing. The 
recent mantra of “executing only 
the guilty” and supporting the 
alternative of “life imprisonment 
without the possibility of parole” 
is perhaps a muted cry to put a 
stop to all executions. “Enough 
blood has been shed,” is what I 
hear. 

The word religion, I’ ve been 
told, means “to reattach”—to re- 
attach the spirit. I hear Long- 
walker’s echo here. Perhaps the 
violent and vengeful society we 
live in has dehumanized us and 
disconnected all of us from our 
spiritual traditions. Perhaps this 
new cry is an effort to reattach our 
spirits — an effort to reconcile 
our political with our spiritual be- 
liefs. 

My mind shifts to death row, 
and my spirit reassures me that 
all life is sacred ... that which has 
been taken and that which may 
one day also be taken. 


Parallel lives: parents and children in California prisons 


Editor’s note: With so many 
Californians locked up, it comes 
as no surprise that some prison- 
ers are parents or children of other 
prisoners. But those who work 
with prisoners and their families, 
see it as a compact sign of the fail- 
ures of a system that offers little 
to help interrupt this unhappy 
cycle. PNS commentator Chris 
Jenkins is a freelance journalist, 
who has contributed to The Los 
Angeles Times, San Francisco 
Chronicle and The Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor.

Eli Crawford, who has spent 
31 of his 49 years in and out of 
California prisons, recites a list of 
names. 

“Well, there’s Walter Duffy 
and his son, they’re at Folsom 
together,” he says. “Then, Reggie 
Solomon. He’s at Tehachapi and 
his boy, J.C., is at the Men’s 
Colony. Then, there’s Wayne 
McBride and his daughter. He’s 
in San Quentin and she's over in 
Chowchilla.” 

Crawford is talking about 
parents imprisoned at the same 
time as their adult children. 

Scores of parent-child felons 
are locked up in state and federal 
prisons in California — most of- 
ten in different facilities for sepa- 
rate felonies, although dozens are 
in the same prison — including, 
last year, a daughter, mother and 
grandmother locked up together 
for separate crimes. 

Crawford keeps an eye on 
these families because for almost 
15 years he was jailed at the same 
time as two of his children. His 
daughter Maureen entered prison 
in Dublin, CA in 1983 for bank 
robbery while Crawford was 
there for robbing a San Francisco 
post office at gun point. 

Then in 1990, when Craw- 
ford was in Leavenworth Federal 
Prison in Kansas, his son, Eli IV, 
was convicted in Pittsburgh, PA 
for robbery and drug charges. 
Crawford remembers the day he 
learned, in a letter from his 
mother, that his son was begin- 
ning a lengthy sentence. 

“It’s like I was crying a mil- 
lion years without shedding any 
tears. There are no words to de- 
scribe that feeling of knowing that 
your children are going through 
the same hell that you are.” 


-- As the Crawfords' storyallus- 
trates, prison life has become 
deeply entrenched for some 
Americans. And they often leave 
behind fractured families. 

“When parents and their chil- 
dren are both in jail, it makes it 
that much harder to stop the cycle 
of incarceration for...families,” 
says Denise Johnston, director of 
The Center for Children of Incar- 
cerated Parents in Pasadena. 
“Then you're even more likely to 
have future generations incarcer- 
ated because there has been very 
little stability in the family.” 

Crawford's family came to 
San Francisco in 1955, when he 
was five, but found no stability. 
His father often physically abused 
his mother until she moved out 
with their two sons. 

“He was in and out of jail 
when we came up,” Crawford 
says. “There was nothing she 
could really do but try to raise me 
and my brother on her own.” 

Crawford was in trouble with 
the law for most of his adoles- 
cence —for hot-wiring cars, skip- 
ping high school, snatching 
purses and fighting with local 
gangs. 

“Once I left the house in the 
morning, the streets really owned 
me,” Crawford says. “There was 
nothing really my mother could 
do. And once you get caught up 
in that life, you're almost down 
for life.” 

By age 19, a series of gun and 
heroin possession charges put 
Crawford in San Quentin — 
where his father had served time 
a decade before. 

Crawford's daughter Mau- 
reen, born when her father was 
14 and her mother 13, says the 
same streets raised her. “When I 
was coming up I used to hear sto- 
ries about my dad, how he grew 
up and everything, but there was 
no sense of family between him 
and us,” she said. 

Maureen, now jailed on 
charges of drug possession, imi- 
tated her father, even committing 
the similar crime of armed rob- 
bery. Crawford's son was reared 
3,000 miles away. Like his sister 
and father, he grew up in a single 
parent household. He says he fol- 
lowed his father’s life through let- 
ters and stories from relatives in 
California, but their relationship 
was always distant. 

There is little information on 


how many such families there are. 

California correctional facili- 
ties don’t ask for details about 
inmates’ families — even if they 
did, says David LeBoeuf, a re- 
searcher for the department, 
“people might not give accurate 
information. Often, they don’t 
want us to know where their chil- 
dren or parents are.” 

Passage of Proposition 21, 
which increases punishment for 
a number of crimes and makes it 
easier to try children as adults will 
push the parent-child convict 
trend even higher. 

To some, this represents more 
trouble ahead. “When you have 
a system that is only concerned 
about punishment, and uncon- 
cerned about the rehabilitating the 
lives of prisoners and their fami- 
lies, you're doing a disservice to 
future generations,” says Jenni 
Gainsborogh, communications 
director for the Campaign for an 
Effective Crime Policy. 

The California Department 
of Corrections has some new pro- 
grams geared toward a woman 
and her child. A Family Founda- 
tions program for women con- 
victed of non-violent drug of- 
fenses and sentenced to less than 
36 months provides intensive 
drug rehabilitation with their chil- 
dren instead of prison. 

“We're hoping that this will 
stop any potential for children 
winding up in the same situation 
their mothers have,” says Terry 
Thornton, the department’s 
spokesperson. But the only ser- 
vices for fathers remain classes in 
parenting skills and anger man- 
agement. 

Parent-child felons are an 
“unfortunate coincidence,” says 
Thornton, “but ultimately there's 
very little than we can and will 
do about that population.” 

Crawford, on parole until 
2004, is trying to break the cycle 
of incarceration on his own. Ata 
rally for Mumia Abu Jamal, he 
was with his youngest daughter 
and two of his grandchildren. 

“You know I never had a re- 
lationship with them, of any kind. 
I was too busy being locked up,” 
he says, pointing to his 9-year-old 
granddaughter as she skipped by, 
“But I have the rest of my life to 
make it up to them, so I can some- 
how stop all this mess that's hap- 
pened to my family.”

changed. 

During Clinton's second term, 
Taiwan has seen the White House 
more and more gravitating to- 
wards China. This trend came to a 
head last May in the vote on let- 
ting China into the World Trade 
Organization. The vote was really 
not about trade — ironically, Tai- 
wan has long favored China’s en- 
try into the WTO — but about 
U.S.-China relations. It was a ti- 
tanic battle between those who 
wanted closer ties with China ver- 
sus those who backed Taiwan. The 
latter lost — badly. 

Last March Taiwan had a 
presidential election that led to the 
downfall of the KMT after 72 
years in power — in China until 
1950 and thereafter on Taiwan. It 
was in close alliance with the 
United States until 1972, when 
Nixon made his breakthrough to 
China. fought hard to keep its 
standing on the world scene after 
that. 

One way it did this was to 


spread its money around the 
world, seeking supporters to off- 
set its powerful rival in Mainland 
China. During the recent election 
campaign the Taiwan media re- 
vealed the KMT was by far the 
world’s richest political party, 
with some $10 billion in cash and 
liquid assets. 

Many poor and small coun- 
tries in Central America and Af- 
rica benefited from KMT dona- 
tions. Washington's powerful Tai- 
wan lobby was liberally financed 
by KMT money. 

Chen Shui-bien, leader of the 
pro-independence Democratic 
People’s Party (DPP), won 
Taiwan's presidential election in 
an historic vote. Four days after 
his inauguration, the House made 
its historic vote. The KMT was in 
shambles, torn asunder by inter- 
nal struggles. But the Mainland 
glories in growing power, stabil- 
ity and wealth. Prosperous 
Taiwan’s main market by far is 
Mainland China.

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In office only one month, 
Chen has been struggling against 
China’s enormous magnetism 
while trying to be faithful to his 
party's commitment to a Taiwan 
identity. But Chen's own state- 
ments and activities in the busi- 
ness community make it very 
likely that Taiwan will, sooner or 
later, accommodate to Beijing's 
terms. 

The KMT is now history. Will 
Vice-President Gore, under sus- 
picion for having accepted Taiwan 
money, be dragged down by that 
loss?

problem,” Donovan said. “What 
always happened in the past was 
the inspector in the plant would 
retain or reject the meat if there 
was an unsanitary condition. He 
would take the action right there.” 

In-plant meat and poultry in- 
spectors are federal or state em- 
ployees who work inside slaugh- 
tering and processing facilities, 
examining and observing car- 
casses and meat products as they 
are produced. Donovan said that 
under HACCP, compliance offic- 
ers call on plant owners more of- 
ten, carrying the threat of legal 
action, instead of allowing in- 
spectors to handle infractions as 
they occur. 

A centerpiece of the Hazard 
Analysis program is that the gov- 
ernment will not dictate specific 


production remedies to compa- 


nies. “It's gotten more legalistic,” 
Donovan said. “ ‘If you don't 
comply we will take legal action 
against you.” * 

FSIS officials have no firm 
figures on cases of abuse, accord- 


ing to Elizabeth Gaston, FSIS 


chief press officer, and even if 
they did the figures wouldn't be 
realistic. “Most inspectors don’t 
even report those because they've 
got to work with the people,” 
Donovan said. 

Beyond that, compliance of- 
ficers and plant inspectors com- 
plain that the agency is unrespon- 
sive. 

Plant inspectors, being closer 
than compliance officers to the 
stresses of loud, high-speed 
slaughter and processing produc- 
tion, are even more susceptible to 
threats and acts of violence, say 
industry veterans. Alvin Sewell, 
vice president of a union of in- 
spectors responsible for 19 facili- 
ties from Orlando, Florida to Ma- 
con, Georgia, says inspectors have 
been beaten, threatened with 
bodily harm, and interfered with 
in the performance of their duties 
by plant managers and employ- 
ees. One member had his car tires 
car flattened, was shot at through 
his windshield and received two 
separate death threats delivered to 
his mother. 


Sewell said the agency re- 
ferred the inspector to the FBI, 
who said they could do nothing 
without further evidence. The 
Food Agency did not conduct an 
investigation or warn plant man- 
agement, nor did it move the em- 
ployee to a safer location. The 
employee's response, Sewell said, 
was that he would “protect him- 
self.” “Now we've got a scared 
employee who might make a mis- 
take.” 

Campbell of the FSIS said he 
was not familiar with that particu- 
lar case, which took place in 1997. 

“The bottom line is this,” 
Sewell concluded. “The industry 
is not perceiving any kind of ac- 
countability. And when the 
agency fails to take action to 
firmly address the situation, the 
employee is left in a hostile work 
environment.” Referring to this 
and other such situations that he 
continues to encounter, he asked 
rhetorically, “Do I think there's 
gonna be physical violence there? 
I don't know. I wouldn't rule it 
out.” 
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Vargas Llosa: dictadura perfecta a democracia dificil 


México, D.F. (EFE).- Méxi- 
co ha pasado de la “dictadura 
perfecta” a la “democracia difi- 
cil”, afirmó el escritor peruano 
Mario Vargas Llosa en declara- 
ciones al diario mexicano 
Reforma. 

“Es un gran día para México, 
para América Latina y para la 
causa de la democracia”, subrayó 
el escritor que calificó al sistema 
de Gobierno mexicano como 
“dictadura perfecta”, lo que repi- 
tió durante su última y polémica 
visita a este país, en mayo pasado. 

En esa oportunidad, Vargás 
Llosa afirmó que sólo el triunfo 
del conservador Vicente Fox 
constituiría el verdadero cambio. 

Para Vargas Llosa, “el resul- 
tado electoral significa pura y 
simplemente que el régimen 
autoritario que ha tenido México 
a lo largo de 71 años ha llegado a 
su fin”. 

También “que se inicia un 
período democrático que induda- 
blemente va a traer enormes be- 
neficios, tanto sociales como po- 
líticos y económicos para Mé- 
XICO, y que va a tener un efecto 
enormemente positivo sobre toda 
la región”. 

“Veo muchos peligros, sobre 
todo en esta etapa que es de mu- 


chos meses hasta la toma del 
poder. Indudablemente que quie- 
nes se sentían dueños del Estado 
en México pueden hacer mucho 
daño si lo quieren”, advirtió. 

“Hay que esperar —agre- 
gó—, que todo lo que hay de 
sensato en el PRI y en el Gobierno 
impida que esos sectores causen 
estragos y sigan una politica de 
tierra arrasada para dejarle al 
nuevo gobernante una situación 
imposible”. 

“Todo ello puede ocurrir si no 
hay una vigilancia de opinión 
pública, pero en fin, la victoria de 
Fox tiene que haber creado un 
clima de entusiasmo, de esperan- 
za en México”. 

“Ojalá lo crea también la vi- 
gilancia, de tal manera que no 
lleguen a ocurrir esas medidas 
extremas y desesperadas que a 
quien perjudicarían no sería a la 
oposición sino al país en general”. 

El escritor señaló que para la 
nueva etapa que vivirá México 
“lo fundamental es la prudencia”. 

“La labor que tiene Vicente 
Fox sobre los hombros y, por su- 
puesto, todo su equipo, es verda- 
deramente titánica porque des- 
montar un aparato autoritario que

El PRI nació de revolución violenta y cayó ante revolución pacífica

México, D.F. (EFE).- Una 
revolución violenta, que costó 
más de un millón de muertos a 
principios de siglo, dio paso en 
México al gobierno del PRI, y 
otra pacífica, por la democracia, 
acabó con la hegemonía del 
partido 71 años después. 

El PRI, nacido como Partido 
Nacional Revolucionario (PNR) 
en 1929, fue el resultado de un 
gran pacto para acabar con la vio- 
lencia de la revolución que co- 
menzó en 1910 y que derivó en 
un caos ingobernable que se 
desplazaba de la anarquía a la 
dictadura. 

“México es el PRI y el PRI 
es México”, pensaron muchos de 
los dirigentes del partido hasta el 
rotundo fracaso sufrido en las 
elecciones del 2 de julio de 2000. 

Algunos sociólogos atribu- 
yen el éxito del Partido Revolu- 
cionario Institucional (PRI) a la 
necesidad de los mexicanos de 
apoyarse en la figura de un “cau- 
dillo”, capaz de proteger y mante- 
ner el orden. 

El PRI “no era un engendro 
totalitario similar al Partido Co- 
munista en la URSS o China por- 
que no ejercía el terror ideológi- 
co” y “tampoco era propiamente 
fascista, por su distancia de la 
casta militar”, asegura el histo- 
riador Enrique Krauze en su últi- 
mo libro “Tarea política”. 

Con una oposición inexis- 
tente, a pesar de la creación del 
Partido de Acción Nacional en 
1939, el PRI sufrió su primer 
revés fuerte en 1987, cuando 
Cuauhtémoc Cárdenas, el hijo del 
emblemático general, abandonó 
sus filas y se convirtió en líder de 
una izquierda desarticulada. 

Cárdenas se enfrentó al 
“monstruo” en 1988 y a punto 
estuvo de darle un golpe mortal, 
pero un oportuno “fallo” del 
sistema proclamó a Carlos Sali- 
nas presidente. 

Seis años después, el asesi- 
nato del candidato del partido, 
Luis Donaldo Colosio, creó un 
clima de terror que acabó con una 
fulminante victoria de Ernesto 
Zedillo. 

A pesar del triunfo, nuevas 
voces insistieron en reclamar un 
cambio para adecuar el “PRIno- 
saurio” (como se le bautizó en la 
campaña electoral) a las nuevas 
necesidades del país y a las de- 
mandas de una clase media inci- 
piente de la que provenían gran 
parte de los cuadros del propio 
partido. 

En la noche del 2 de julio, los 
resultados confirmaron que Mé- 
xico está preparado para adap- 
tarse a las normas democráticas 
y, con una rebelión pacífica, dar 
por terminada la revolución que 
empezó en 1910 y que parecía 
“institucionalizada” a perpetui- 
dad. El PRI supo también adap- 
tarse a los acontecimientos y 
aceptar su derrota dignamente. 

“Si el régimen impidiese la 
solución democrática, el resulta- 


do no sería el statu quo sino una 
situación de inmovilidad forzada 
que terminaría por provocar una 
explosión y la recaída en un ciclo

860 eran extranjeros, en este pro- 
ceso electoral. 

Un padrón de casi 60 millo- 
nes de posibles electores, que cu- 
bre una 98 por ciento de la su- 
puesta población en edad de vo- 
tar, y una gran participación de 
partidos políticos e instituciones 
cívicas, independientemente de la 
labor colosal del Instituto Federal 
Electoral, permitieron que a ma- 
nera de fiesta, se desarrollaran los 
comisios más importante de la 
historia de México. 

Con la facilidad que me dio 
el que fuera seleccionada la casa 
de mis padres como sede de una 
Caseta Electoral, como las más de 
113,000 que se instalaron en todo 
el país, pude observar todo el pro- 
ceso desde la comodidad de mi 
casa, con lujo de detalle y con los 
medios de información masivos 
a la mano. 

Me correspondió recibir la 
mesa y las sillas que se usarían, 
luego un grupo de jóvenes muy

Uruguayas bajo la lupa

(FEMPRESS) Uno de los 
mayores obstáculos para visi- 
bilizar la contribución de las 
mujeres en las distintas áreas de 
participación, tiene que ver con 
la falta de indicadores oficiales 
desagregados por sexo. 

El Instituto Nacional de la 
Familia y la Mujer, con el apoyo 
de Unicef y la intención de 
analizar y reseñar el papel de las 
mujeres uruguayas a lo largo del 
siglo, encomendó la tarea a la 
demógrafa Ana María Damonte. 
El resultado fue un trabajo 
abarcativo que recorre distintos 
aspectos que hacen a la vida de 
las mujeres y sus familias que van 
desde los cambios demográficos, 
la composición familiar, educa- 
ción y salud, vivienda y medio 
ambiente, participación de la 
mujer en el mercado laboral así 
como la incidencia de la violencia 
doméstica. 

“Mujer y estadísticas. Series 
históricas e indicadores sobre la 
situación de la mujer uruguaya 
durante el siglo XX” compila en 
236 páginas, una serie de datos 
esclarecedores que permiten 
comprender los cambios, valorar 
las conquistas y hacer proyec- 
ciones hacia el futuro. 

Las primeras conclusiones 
del trabajo tienen que ver con el 
crecimiento demográfico en Uru- 
guay: un país que a comienzos del 
siglo pasado apenas superaba el 
millón de personas y que de 
acuerdo al Censo de 1996, 
alcanza los 3,163,763 habitantes. 
Si se mantiene este índice de 
crecimiento se prevé para el año 
2050 una población total de 


4,362,148 y la misma relación 
entre hombres y mujeres. 

Actualmente, las mujeres 
representan un 52 por ciento del 
total de la población debido -en- 
tre otros factores- a la mortalidad 
diferencial que determina una 
mayoría femenina a partir de los 
30 años que se acentúa a los 85, 
en que hay 220 mujeres por cada 
100 varones. 

En el capítulo “La mujer, la 
familia y el hogar”, Damonte 
atribuye el marcado descenso de 
la fecundidad -actualmente en 
índices comparables con países 
industrializados- al poder de 
decisión de la mujer sobre su 
propio cuerpo. El promedio de 
seis hijos por mujer que había en 
1900, se redujo a la mitad entre 
1950 y 1975, para descender al 
2.4 entre 1995 y el año 2000 
(aunque en los sectores pobres el 
porcentaje se duplica). 

La Encuesta Nacional de 
Fecundidad y Salud de 1986 
reveló que casi todas las mujeres 
encuestadas conocían algún 
método anticonceptivo y más del 
80 por ciento declaró estar usando 
alguno, en el momento del releva- 
miento. Sin embargo, el embara- 
zo adolescente (de menores de 20 
años) creció un quince por ciento 


en treinta años y se ha trans- , 


formado en una de las prioridades 
en materia de salud pública. 

La situación conyugal de las 
mujeres uruguayas también ha 
sufridocambios significativos si 
los comparamos con la de 
principios del siglo XX. Aumen- 
taron las uniones consensuales 
(en particular entre las mujeres 
menores de 20 años) al tiempo 
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que disminuyó a la mitad la 
nupcialidad que se sitúa en una 
tasa “intermedia”, similar a la de 
Argentina, Chile-y algunos países 
europeos. Otro dato que surge de 
la investigación, indica que las 
mujeres se casan más tarde y que 
si bien lo hacen con hombres 
mayores que ellas, la diferencia 
de edad no es tan acentuada 
como a principios de siglo. 

Con la aceleración de los 
trámites de divorcio -a partir de 
1991- éstos aumentaron, según 
Damonte como “prueba docu- 
mentada de ruptura de la vida fa- 
miliar” y “un signo de indepen- 
dencia económica de las mu- 
jeres”. Si analizamos los divor- 
cios tomando en cuenta la du- 
ración del vínculo conyugal: el 
sesenta por ciento de quienes se 
divorcian provienen de matri- 
monios de diez años de duración 
en adelante, mientras el treinta 
por ciento lo hacen antes de los 
siete años. 

La tradicional familia nuclear 
dio paso a otras estructuras en las 
que predominan las familias en- 
sambladas o los hogares uni- 
personales integrados en buena 
medida por adultas mayores que 
enviudaron. 

Dentro de las causas de 
muerte de las mujeres uruguayas, 
el informe sostiene que mueren 
16 mujeres por día como con- 
secuencia de enfermedades del 
aparato circulatorio y ocho, 
víctimas de cáncer. Las 
enfermedades mentales, que se 
cuadruplicaron en el período que 
va de 1985 a 1996, constituyen 
otra causa de muerte. 

Los hogares con jefatura 
femenina -caracterizados por la 
pobreza y la ausencia de la figura 
paterna, aumentaron considera- 
blemente. Estos hogares -están 
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integrados sólo por mujeres, o con 
mujeres con sus hijos y algún fa- 
miliar. 

El acceso de la mujer uru- 
guaya al sistema educativo cons- 
tituye un elemento decisivo para 
su desarrollo a lo largo del siglo. 
No sólo hay menos analfabetas 
que varones sino que superan a los 
hombres en la educación superior. 
De acuerdo al último censo 
universitario de 1999, las mujeres 
constituyen casi un 60 por ciento 
de la matrícula universitaria con 
un aumento del 21 por ciento en 
los últimos cinco años respecto al 
16 que experimentó la población 
masculina. 

Los avances conquistados por 
las mujeres en materia educativa 
guardan relación con el aumento 
de su participación en el mercado 
laboral (diez veces mayor). Sin 
embargo, el informe es 
contundente al afirmar que 
“continúa persistiendo la discri- 
minación de la mujer en el mer- 
cado laboral, tan profunda como 
a comienzos de siglo”. Si bien 
representan el 41 por ciento de la 
PEA, Población Económica 
Activa, las uruguayas tienen 
menos posibilidades de ocupar 
cargos de jerarquía y reciben 
menos salarios que los hombres 
por el mismo trabajo. La brecha 
más grande entre unos y otras se 
evidencia en las ocupaciones más 
calificadas donde el valor hora de 
las mujeres está 34 por ciento más 
abajo que la de los varones. 

Respecto a la violencia do- 
méstica en el hogar, el estudio 
confirma que se ejerce contra las 
mujeres, los niños, las y los an- 
cianos y discapacitados y aclara 


que los datos que se manejan son 


parciales. 

Desde hace poco tiempo hay 
organismos especializados que 
llevan adelante el registro de los 
casos denunciados, que por otra 
parte, no constituyen la totalidad 
de estos. 

La iniciativa constituye una 
herramienta de trabajo fundamen- 
tal y permite constatar la realidad 
de las mujeres uruguayas, como 
elemento indispensable para 
alcanzar la igualdad y continuar 
su desarrollo.
